BRIBERY AS A BUSINESS. 


n 


The Issue Squarely Presented to St. Louis. 

The question of bribery and publfe corruption, forced into the Missoyri campaign, 
is not a question of “tickets” now, and every intelligent reader of the newspapers is 
aware that it has never been a question of party. 

Party machinery in botn parties has been deeply involved in bribery ag a busi- 
ness. When from the St. Louis bencn, Judge Zachritz attempted to suppress publicity, 
at a crisis when the question of suppressing bribery was being forced on public at- 
tention, he represented then not only his own personal and political morals, but also 
the morals of the party machine which put him on the bench and, in the face of his 
record, has now renominated him. 

For comparison with this, we have the spectacle. presented during more than a 
year, when all the forces of a state machine in his own party were used to prevent 
Folk from compelling the recognition of the issue against public corruption. When 
this attempt failed, the further attempt was made to confuse the issue by forcing 
on the ticket with him a candidate protected by the statute of limitations and com- 
pelling him to endorse their action. 

As between party machine, dictating “straight tickets,” through corruption in 
primaries and conventions, we have this showing for the “straight ticket,” which 
leaves neither party room for anything but shame because of the condition into which 
its organized machinery passed during the years when the purchase and sale of men 
was a notorious feature of politics and of the business interests depending on poli- 
tics. Walbridge and Zachritsz, Cook and Allen are illustration of its results for the 
present and its menace for the future. 

The outrages against law and decency resulting from bribery es 4 feature of 
the “practical” politics of both “machines” are undeniable and they are not now de- 
nied. Back of them is the detailed evidence which Folk developed and Zachrits failed 
to suppress. 

So in St. Louis, where this struggle for better political conditions began, we have 
as square and cleanly cut an issue as could be presented between what is worst and 
best in polities and all which depends on politics. 

Judge Zachritz, on the bench at a time of crisis, was only one man, it fs true, 
but Folk in the office of circuit attorney was only one man. He bad less power ant 
a position of less importance than the man whose sworn duty it was to declare the 
law from the bench. In spite of this, he did develop the evidence which so changed 
general conditions that it is now possible for a man to be nominated to office with 
a chance of being elected, with no allegiance to such combinations as those which 
sold legislation in open market in both the City Hall of St. Louis and the State House 
of Jefferson City. 

Judge Zachritz had under consideration on the bench the issues of bribery in 
which George F. Kobusch afterwards admitted handling between $35,000 and $40,000 
for a corruption fund; in which Frederick G. Uthoff confessed having handled as 
“agent,” or otherwise, $75,000, intended for use in defrauding the people of the city 
by purchasing their representatives to vote against them. And this case has been 
proven to be only one of many in which bribery was made a business method. 

On this issue Judge Zachritz urged tae idle indictment of those who were forcing 
publicity againat bribery. He said officially from the bench in instructing the grand- 
jury to indict them for what they had said in condemning bribery: 

“The law has at all times recognized that there are, unfortunately, individuals 
so debased and vile as to forget for the time being their obligations towards their 
fellowmen. or who, perhaps, do not recognize that one exists, who have willingly 
lent themselves and their energies in the direction of degrading the human race and 
individual members thereof, and if necessary destroying them, rather taan elevating 
them. ; : 

This is the definition Judge Zachritz has freely and publicly given of himself on 
che official record in his own language.

Sentenced to Death for Kill- 
ing His Wife. 
TOLD STORY OF BURGLAR 


Defense Failed to Show That 
Home Relations of Socially 
Prominent Couple Were 
Happy. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHARLOTTESVILLE, N. C, Nov. 5.—D. 


Charlottesville and for many years a law- 
yer at the bar before which he was tried, 
today was found gwlty of murder im the 
first degree on the charge of having Rilted 
his wife. This carries the death penaity. 

As the jury filed in there wag a dead 
silence in the court room, and when the 
defendant was asked to stand up he rose 
calmly. When the words determining his 
fate were uttered, he showed no signs of 
emotion, but when his little daughter 
Ruby, with eyes reddened by orying, 
climbed on his lap and his relatives who 
have surrounded him throughout the trial 
moved closer, tears streamed down his 
cheeks and the anguish he felt was de- 
picted on his face. 

The verdict was received in Alence by 
the throng which literally obeyed the 
court’s injunction thet there must be no 
demonstration. 

Cousel for the defense moved that the 
vedict be set aside, on the ground that 
the jurors had read newspapers. The court 
called the jurors to the witness stand one 
by one and questioned them under oath 
as to whether they had read the newe- 
papers. As a whole, they said they had 
not been influenced by anything Hey had 
read. The motion will be argued later. 
The verdict came as a climax to one of the 
most important trials that has been con- 
quoted in Virginia in recent years. 

Mr. and Mre. McCue were among the 
leading residents of this city and were 
equally prominent in churoh in soolal at- 
fairs. Thetr home life was supposed to be 
of the most pleasant character. 

On the night of the murder seven weeks 

ago they attended church together. An 
hour later shots were heard from the bed- 
room of their elegantly appointed home, 
and Charles Skinner, a negro servant, 
rushed to the room to find Mrs. MoCue 
dying. She was partially undressed. Dr. 
McOQue, who, it seemed, was also preparing 
to retire, was ly near the bed unoon- 
scious. 
Upon being revived Mr. MoQue told of 
a burglar invading his room, attacking him, 
and the last he could recall was that the 
man, a negro, a blow at him as 
Mrs. McCue started to his rescue. 

He said that their relatives were very 
happy. Those at the church recalled that 
Dr. McCue did not enter with his wife and 
did mot wait for her after the service. 
The next day well confirmed reports that 
serious trouble between Mr. and Mrs. 
McCus of long etanding had reached a 
crisis, were circulated and Mr. McCue was 
arrested in his home He kissed his chil- 
dren an affectionate good-by, after family 
prayers, when the officers took him away. 
The trial began Monday and many sur- 
prises came in the testimony.
